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REMARKS 

This response is submitted in reply to the Official Action dated November 7, 
2005 ("the Action"). Claims 1-27, 39-44, 46-62 and 66-73 are pending in the present 
application. In the Action, the Examiner required an election of one of the following 
species: 

Species Al: shaping, removing, or patterning of a substrate; or 
Species A2: blanket annealing of a substrate. 

If Species Al is elected, the Examiner required that Applicant must further 
elect from the shape of three-dimensional geometric patterns categorized into the 
following subspecies: 

Subspecies Bl: parabolic features 

Subspecies B2: curved features 

Subspecies B3: lenses features 

Subspecies B4: sinusoidal groove features, or 

Subspecies B5: different or randomized features. 

Applicant hereby elects Species Al for prosecution. Applicant further elects 
Subspecies B5 for prosecution. Claims 1-15, 17, 21-27, 39-44, and 46-62 and 66-73 
read on embodiments of Species Al and Subspecies B5. Claims 16 and 1 8-20 are 
withdrawn from consideration. 

Applicant notes that Species Al and A2 identified in the Action are not 
mutually exclusive, as blanket annealing of a substrate in accordance with some 
embodiments of the invention may be used to "shape, remove or pattern" the 
substrate. Accordingly, Applicant has presented new claim 75, which is dependent 
upon Claim 1 and provides that shaping a surface of a semiconductor layer of the light 
emitting device utilizing a laser comprises blanket annealing the surface utilizing a 
laser to define three dimensional features in the layer. 

Applicant agrees that Subspecies B1-B5 are patentably distinct, and that the 
unpatentability of claims directed to one Subspecies would not imply the 
unpatentability of claims directed to other Subspecies. 
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In view of the above, Applicants respectfully submit that this application is 
now in condition for substantive examination, which action is requested.
